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making n general increase in population of 57, and total 
number belonging to the Hospital at the end of this bien- 
nial term (including 2T> im furlough) H!>7. 

The j»erceiitage of recoveries based on the total num- 
ber treated for mill was 111 per i-ent, and for 19H2 was 
II. lib per cent. The per cent, nf deaths for HI01 was 13.4S 
jier cent., and for lfHI2 was 11 per cent. 

During the lust two years there has been no serious 
accident, suicide or epidemic of disease among oar 
patients. 

I hare endeavored to grant our patients as many out- 
door privileges and as much freedom from restraint and 
confinement as consistent, ami to make the Hospital as 
home like as possible. 

Tallies N'ns. 1 and *_' show movement of population for 
tach year of the biennial term. 

Tables Xos. 25 and -li show amount ex] tended each year 
on accounts, pay-roll. trans|*>rt;!tum. cash incidental, im- 
provement, drugs, farm, dairy mid chaplain. The amount 
expended in 19(12 over HMU, 1 attribute mainly to in 
creased price of provisions. 

KM I'm VAN-: NT. 

II is our practice to encourage the employment of as 
many patients as possible at something that affords both 
" • ■■rifal and physical rei-reiitiuii. ami also beneticial to the 
Institution. 

We have ipiite a iniiiilier nf men that are employed on 
the farm in various ways. 

The lailiis do sewing, fam-v work ami embroidering 
with much taste and skill. 

The patients all do work willingly; in fact most of them 
that work are anxious to do something, a few need en- 
rourngemenf. It is a-jninst the rules to force any patient 
to work. 

All the ironing is done by hand by colored female 
pati-nts. assisted and directed by attendants. 

Tract ically all the wash ins is done by machinery, 
whir!: is very satisfactory, considering the number of peo- 
ple to wash for and the amount of clothing soiled by a 
certain class nf patients, involves an immense amount of 
', done at the lunndry. 

The r e\vfng mom has been managed exceedingly well. 



s 

regular laundry stoves, costing flW, for heating irons, 
was bought and one plated in each ironing room. 

The basement under the east end of the colored male 
building has been converted into a dining room 70 hy 30 
feet. This was done to increase the capacity of the col- 
ored dale department, by changing the old dining room 
into sleeping rooms. 

Eight new porcelain lined bath tubs of modern, design 
have iweu added to the wards, at a cost of $24U,0U, to 
increase bathing facilities. 

We were forced to put in a new armature in our 
dynamo at a cost of $211.50. The old armature was 
repaired and is kept on hand for an emergency. As we 
have only one dynamo this is hnpoi'taut. The change 
can be made in one day. and the armature is the only 
thing liable to a break down of the dynamo. 

The entire inside of the Administration building has 
been painted, new stairway built, rooms carpeted and 
furnished, mostly with new furniture. 

The old sewing room and dry goods store room has 
been fitted up into offices and drug room. The rooms 
formerly occupied for drug room and physicians' office 
in white female convalescent building has been furnished 
for reception room for patients. 

The old range in, the main kitchen gave completely 
out and was replaced by a new one, and a new chimney 
built at s cost of $ 280,1*10. 

About fifty live oaks have been set out for shade trees, 
also 100 peach trees for fruit. 

We are endeavoring to establish a poultry yard well 
stocked with a good breed of chickens. 

The toilet rooms in the white convalescent male depart- 
ment were condemned and replaced by a new automatic 
syphon induction range closet. Both of these toilets are 
on the veranda, yet are practically on inside of wards, 
as a door has been made leading directly from the wards 
to the toilet rooms. These toilet rooms are accessible at 
sight to the patients, thus doing away with about 150 
commodes, besides considerable odor and unsanitary con- 
ditions. The cost of these closets, eight in number, was 
$360.00. We are now at "work pflacin^ new closets 
throughout I he female department with " Madden 's 
Patent Automatic Flush" closets. When completed we 
expect to have them used hy the patients even at nights. 



and do away with the promiscuous use of commodes. I 
would respect fully recommend that this system be 
adopted throughout the Institution as early as practi- 
cable. 

FA KM. 

Daring the past two years the farm has been cultivated 
as usual, aud the crops atford considerable revenue to tin* 
Hospital. This year's crops wets mil good, having been 
■cut short by the severe drought, hast year's crop W8I 
better, and made a fair yield when* it was well fertilized. 

C'urti has Ih'i'u short on account of the | r hi ml and 

no fertilizer used. We are planting the velvet bean for 
the rows, and it has proven a rateable forage crop as well 
as ;i good milk producer. 

We have adder! to the farm for cultivation a limit 40 
aires of valuable laud. The cost of getting tliis land 
ready for the plow has Iveen practically nothing, as the 
fanner has done this with his regular force of hands and 
patients. 

All the wood on the land was cat into are wood. We 
have kept accurate accounts of all the farm expense, ami 
credited when extra liatiliie: was done for the Hospital. 
The battling of wood and provisions for the Hospital is a 
considerable item, and kt-cps from three in four teams 

constantly boay. 

Tahles Nos, 'I'.l ami 2i you will see complete list of 
products, etc.. of the farm, and farm expenses. 

DAISY. 

We have in the dairy department :ili head of milk cows, 
22 head of young cattle and one Jersey bull. We have 
selected the test of the milk cows, and those that too 
considered unprofitable for dairy purposes were bates- 
■ered for beef. 

We have kept an accurate account of receipts and ex- 
penditures of the dairy department, which you will find 
in Tables Nos, 21 ami 22. We are gradually adding to 
our number of dairy cows and replacing those condemned 
by raising the choice heifers. 

We have arranged the dairy barn *o as to shelter nil 
tiie cows during bad weather. 
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KECO M M EX T>ATI OXS. 

The -increased cost of provisions, and a constant in- 
crease in tlif uuudier of patients, which uecessnrily in- 
creases the number of employe*, adds to the ami mat of 
ex jiendi tares. There is also a general wear and tear of 
buildings and machinery , necessitating considerable ex- 
pense in repairs and painting, also Transportation, furni- 
ture and beds are all considered as maintenance. In view 
tif these facts a liberal increased amount of appropriation 
is asked. |>llio.iiHO is a fair estimate for maintenance for 
the next two years. 

The colored female department is badly crowded and 
$3*000.00 is asked for. to build an additional building for 
this department. 

Onr steam heating plant must be enlarged lieffire pass- 
ing fliromjh another winter, $1,000.00 is asked for to put 
in another 120-horse power boiler. < >tir steam and elec- 
tric plain should Is* together in order to save labor ami 
fuel. besides -the conveuieuoc. An additional large boiler 
would lie sufficient to run both plants. In this way heat 
could lit' Turned on the buildings any time at night, dur- 
ing sudden changes of weather. As it is our steam heat- 
ing plant is shut down at nigln unless weather is ex- 
tremely COM, then we run both plants separately. If 
huili plants were together one fire and one nreninu would 
lie all that was necessary. A brick power house of about 
3<htlti0 fret should be built for the plant ami made a per- 
manent building, as it is we have only a shed. The cost 
of building this jHtwer house and moving the electric 
plant would be about J4.ooo.oo. The present electric 
building could Ite converted into a two-story Hospital 
building and would be very appropriate for this purpose. 

One of the great needs of the Institution, and one that 
should receive your most earnest consideration, is an ice 
and cold storage plant. It is a well known fact that 
fresh meats, if allowed to remain in cold storage for sev- 
eral days before using, will be greatly improved and 
made more palatable. In a Hospital as large is this. 
where it requires so much fresh meat, an ice and cold 
storage plant would tie an fndfspensible adjunct. It is 
not to be considered what we have spent for iee. or how 
cheap we can buy It. Iee at any price after paying 
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freight and hauling one ami one -half tuiles up bill. i« B©t 

cheap. 

Besidea the most important part of ao tee plant is-. 
the refrigerating or cold storage department. 

i Mir beef ift hauled 2I'I miles after being butchered^ Bad 
in tlie summer tiine must be cooked at once, and used 
for one day's* rations. This meat can in it lie kept over 
utiiil another day even when cooked. We certainly have 
in mbli* enough in getting good beef, and it should not 
he spoiled hy cooking too soon. 

I ittn reliably informed that an ice and cold storage 
[.lam of sufficient capacity for oar Institution can lie in- 
stalled at a cost of not more than |5,WKK00. We have oar 
own steam, our own distilled water, and oar own labor, 
eouseqiipiilly the cost of running the plant would he very 
small, comparatively nothing. 

A majority of the steam pipes will have to be replaced 
hy new ones during the next two years, and a hot water 
pipeline should lie also put in with the regular hot water 
beating system. 

The cost of maintenance and improvements for the 
next two years is estimated in round iiimilters as follows:

The increase in the cost of" provisions in- the last two 
years, and a constant increase in the nuinlier of patients, 
leads me to lielifcve that an appropriation of the above- 
amount will have to be used very economically in order 
to meet the requirements of the Institution. 

HEALTH: 

The health of the Hospital has been fairly good. We* 
have had no ucridenr- or suicide or epidemics of i-onta 
ginin: or in ft-ii ion* diseases, All the sickness* apparently 
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resulted from local causes. We had vonsiderable inala- 
•rial fever, especially the fall of 1901, which was very 
pernicious iu character. We use cistern water for drink- 
ing purposes, and water from Mosquito creek for hydrant 
and hmndry use. This creek water is mure or less in- 
fected with miliaria. It is i in possible to keep some of [he 
patients from drinking from the hydrants, and no doubt 
this is I he origin of considerable malarial fever. This 
ran lie obviated only by an artesian or deep well. 

If we hail a deep well affording plenty of water at or 
near our power house, it won Id do away with a long line 
of piping, water power pump and steam plant at the 
dam; also time it takes to go to and from the water 
works. A steam plant is necessary and is kept a I the 
water works, and has to In* run occasionally when the 
-rr-pek is high and our turbine wheel is drowned out. I 
think getting our plants. together would be more economi- 
cal, as well as more convenient. 

MEIUf'AL hKl'AIETMENT. 

This department is being conducted in a very sarisfae- 
tnry manner. I believe the physician gives as much at- 
tention to our patients as though be was paid for each 
individual visit or prescription." 

Your attention is invited to Tables Nos. H to 14 for a 
complete report of the causes of deaths. diagnoses, etc. 
of the patients. 

More pathological work should be done, and I sit^gi st 
that a microscope be purchased as a start in this direc- 
tion, for examining the sputa, blood and excretions. 

Tliis would enable the physician to be more accurate in 
making diagnosis, and render treatment more available. 

MANAGEMENT ANN TREATMENT. 

Tii ice distinct lines of treatment should be studiously 
ami caniiiiusly observed in rhe treatment of all mental 
diseases. The medical, the hygenie and the moral. In 

■nearly every case of mental disorder there are disturbed 
conditions of the body affecting the healthy action of the 
nervous system. The removal of these symptoms of dis- 

-ordered action must he carefully directed by the irse oT 
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such remedial agents as will mom effectually .-hauge the- 
abnormal condition. 

In a great many cases a weakened state of the nervous- 
system cauaing a loss of control of action a* well as- 
ideas, will be found, which requires tonic treatment, 
good, healthy, substantial diet with regular habits, which, 
will serve to hnild up the entire system and thus remove 
the morbid symptoms. The constant and continued use 
of sedatives and narcotic should be avoided as they have 
a tendency to disorder the stomach, and produce a dull 
and confused state of the mind, us well as lessening the- 
i-«introl,of' will power,. 

Such eases are frequently reported to Hospitals for 
Insane where such treatment has Sieen carried out, and 
the disturbed mental symptoms soon disappear after ad- 
mission to the Hospital by the withdrawal of all 
sedatives and narcotics and the substitution of a tonic 
course of medicine with a regulated diet and exercise. 

Sedatives and narcotics may be needed in cases of high 
excitement; to calm that excitement, in a measure, and 
secure proper rest and sleep, but they should not be con- 
tinued day after day and often several times a day. but 
a dose should lie given at night occasionally to break tip 
1 1n* condition of sleeplessness. Tonics, suitable diet with 
regular exercise and diversions, under care.of attendants, 
selected for die purpose, should be substituted. 

The hy genie treatment is a necessary adjunct of the 
medical and consists in the cnri'fnl direction of exercise. 
ami the implication of such measures as will liesi assist 
in carrying out the other directions given as to food and 
exercise. 

In every case of mental disorder the moral powers are, 
as a rule, t In- tirsl to show a deranged condition, in a 
gnat many ways, dependent on the previous habits and 
conditions of the person. 

It is a change in the individual's desire, emotion, pas- 
sion and affections, from the mildest form of im prope r 
desire, unusual emotion ami absence of affection, often- 
times to the individual's best friend or nearest relatives, 
to tlu' condition -Full of pfU'vei'seniss" so as io lender 
I lie individual a source of distress, annoyance, and often 
Of mtsitive danger to bis family and the community. 

Some means must lie devised in every case to draw the 
mind our of its morbid state into a clearer and lietter coo- 
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dition. The tumults uf passion and emotion- must be an 

-stiaged «r cheeked by such diversions as may be best 
adapted tu the individual at the time. The depression of 
melancholy inust be cheered aud mitigated by some cueu- 
palton that will arouse the emotions from their lethargy 
lo a jnore natural action. In nearly every case of mental 

■disorder confidence in others seems to be lost, and every 
effort should be made to gain the conodence. and awaken 
faith by such a course of management, with direction of 
thought and action as will give assurance to the indi- 
vidual and gradually gain the confidence. Saying pleas 
nut. Inn truthful words, doiqg kind acts and cheerful 
things, never deceiving or even appear to deceive, will 
greatly aid in restoring confidence, and when gained must 
be kept by a continuance of the same course. 

The moral treatment involves every diversion, occupa- 
tion and amusement which can fairly and honestly be 
brought to iK'ar, to change the (perverted ideas, the per- 
sistent depression, the undue exbaltation of the mental 
disorder, and the adaptation of these to the varied teni- 
pri.-s and dispositions rei|uires great tact. 

To properly carry forward such a course requires a 
degree of care, attention and management, which involves 
tin- employment of a large number of persons, so us to 
give to each individual, as may be required, that special 
thought and application which is so necessary to obtain 
the object desired. Huch n course requires a great ex- 
pense in the employment of a large number of persons 
and provisions to carry out these plans. Hut Hie dictate 
of right, justice and humanity demand that nothing shall 
interfere with whatever may l>e required to secure mental 
health and happiness, and to comfort those who are de- 
prived of these grent blessings. "It is not for any short- 
sighted person or even for those who consider themselves 
far-sighted, to refuse such a boon to any suffering person, 

■or to place in one scab? of the balance, the health, happi- 
ness and well being of any individual and'tn the other 
wale a few thousand dollars. 

I trust that the next Legislature will investigate and 
consider well the comfort and happiness of this class of 

■ suffering humanity and make a liberal appropriation to 
meet the requirement necessary to make this Hospital 

-a modern institution. 

T>uring-the biennial term the patients have "been enter- 
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turned in the Assembly Hall by dances, musical concerts 
; i ml operas. 

Regular chapel services have, as usual, been conducted 
by Rev. W, H. Carter and Rer. J. C. Pace. 

Christmas is an unusually bright and happy time for 
our patients, and many Christinas donations were re- 
ceived from different people throughout the State. We 
receive several newspajiers regularly and quite a number 
of magazines from individuals who show quite an interest 
in the welfare of our Institution and the happiness of the 
patients, for which I am very grateful. 

The usual routine business of the Hospital has been 
diligently conducted, and I desire to express my high ap- 
preciation for the corps of employes who have been in- 
dustrious and faithful in the jierformance of their maaj 
duties. 

In conclusion I wish to express to your Honorable 
Hoard my appreciation of your loyal support and eo- 
operation in the management of the Hospital. Permit 
me also to express my sincere tlutnks for the valuable aid, 
kind and courteous treatment Bhown me by your Honor- 
able Secretary in our business relations.
